WASHINGTON (IT.!!)—The nation 
received an official warning today 
that it could be attacked with inter­ 
continental ballistic missiles in less 
than six years.

The warning was coupled with 
the prediction that both the United 
States and Russia soon will have i 
lM?ombs with the punch of 50 mil­ 
lion tons of TNT. 
A top-level Civil Defense Com­ 
mittee said development of the 
ICBM — sometimes described as 
the ultimate weapon — is expected 
within “six to IO years at the most 
hut possibly much sooner.” It said 
the warning period of an attack by 
the intercontinental missiles would 
be “not more than IO to 20 min­ 
utes.”
